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1. SUMMARY: CSCE COMMITTEE I (SECURITY) RECEIVED 
ALGERIAN CONTRIBUTION OCTOBER 9 IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
REFTEL SCHEDULE. IN ORAL INTRODUCTION ALGERIAN REP 
(HOCINE DIOUDI) STRESSED ISRAELI RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
EXPLOSIVE MID-EAST SITUATION AND QUOTED NON-ALIGNED 
SUMMIT ACCUSATION OF ISRAELI AGGRESSION. EXPANSION 
AND OPPRESSION. HOWEVER, TONE OF ALGERIAN STATEMENT 
WAS NOT EXTREME. MEETING ENDED WITH NO DISCUSSION.

2. IN ACCORDANCE WITH REFTEL SCHEDULE, ALGERIAN PRESENTED 
WRITTEN CONTRIBUTION TO CSCE COMMITTEE I (SECURITY) 
OCTOBER 9 WITH ORAL INTRODUCTION BY HOCINE DIOUDI. 
COUNSELOR IN CABINET OF ALGERIAN FONMIN. DIOUDI'S 
STATEMENT, WHICH WAS DISTRIBUTED TO THE PRESS, EVOKED 
CLOSE LINK BETWEEN EUROPEAN AND MEDITERRANEAN 
SECURITY AND STRESSED THAT DETENTE SHOULD NOT BE 
RESTRICTED TO INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES. STATEMENT 
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ALSO EMPHASIZED THAT ARMS CONTROL MEASURES IN EUROPE 
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SHOULD NOT LEAD TO REDEPLOYMENT OF FORCES TO MEDITERRANEAN 
AREA. 

3. CITING HELSINKI RECOMMENDATIONS IN RELATION TO 
MIDDLE EAST, DJOUDI SAID (INFORMAL TRANSLATION): QUOTE 
MIDDLE EAST, WHICH CONTINUES TO BE SUBJECT TO ZIONIST 
AGGRESSION, WOULD NOTE WITH SATISFACTION THE APPLICATION 
OF SUCH RESOLUTIONS. IN EFFECT THE MIDDLE EAST HAS 

SEEN FOR MORE THAN A QUARTER OF A CENTURY THE PERMANENT 
AGGRESSION AND TERRITORIAL EXPANSIONISM OF ISRAEL. 

CURRENT EVENTS CAN ONLY CONFIRM THE DANGER OF A 
PARTICULARLY EXPLOSIVE SITUATION FOR WHICH THE 
RESPONSIBILITY WEIGHS ENTIRELY ON THE ISRAELI AUTHORITIES 
WHO, BY THEIR ACTIONS, CONSTITUTE A CHALLENGE FOR THE 
WHOLE WORLD COMMUNITY AND A SERIOUS MENACE TO PEACE AND 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY. 

4. CONTINUE QUOTE: IS IT NECESSARY TO RECALL THAT 

ISRAEL HOLDS THE RECORD FOR CONDEMNATIONS BY THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL AND THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE UN? THE GRAVITY 
OF THIS SITUATION DREW ATTENTION OF GROUP OF 
NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES REPRESENTING 2/3 OF HUMANITY. 

POLITICAL DECLARATION ADOPTED BY UNANIMITY BY 4TH 
SUMMIT CONFERENCE OF NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES AFFIRMS 
BEGIN QUOTE WITHIN QUOTE: MIDDLE EAST SITUATION 
REMAINS GRAVELY PREOCCUPYING. OBSTINACY OF ISRAEL IN ITS 
POLICY OF AGGRESSION, EXPANSION AND ANNEXATION, THEIR 
POLICY OF OPPRESSION AGAINST INHABITANTS OF THE TERRITORIES 
WHICH IT OCCUPIES BY FORCE, CONSTITUTES A CHALLENGE TO 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY, UN, UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF 
RIGHTS OF MAN, AND A MENACE TO PEACE AND INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY. RECALLING THE INADMISSIBILITY OF THE ACQUISITION 
OF TERRITORY BY FORCE THE (NON-ALIGNED) CONFERENCE DEMANDS 
THE IMMEDIATE AND UNCONDITIONAL WITHDRAWAL BY ISRAEL FROM 
ALL THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. IN THIS REGARD THE RE- 
ESTABLISHMENT OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE TO THEIR NATIONAL 
RIGHTS CONSTITUTES A FUNDAMENTAL CONDITION FOR THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A JUST AND DURABLE PEACE IN THE AREA. 

END QUOTE WITHIN QUOTE. 
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5. CONTINUE QUOTE. IN FACT, ONLY THE REESTABLISHMENT 
OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE TO ITS INALIENABLE RIGHTS AND 
THE RESTORATION OF A DEMOCRATIC, SECULAR AND MULTI- 
CONFESSIONAL PALESTINIAN STATE, WILL GUARANTEE A JUST 
AND DURABLE PEACE IN MID-EAST. END QUOTE. 

6. ALGERIAN REP CLOSED ORAL PRESENTATION WITH A PLEA 

FOR CONTINUING ALGERIAN ASSOCIATION WITH WORK OF COMMITTEES 
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SUBCOMMITTEES OF CSCE AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT 
CONFERENCE WOULD WORK OUT MODALITIES TO PERMIT THIS. 

7. FOLLOWING PRESENTATION, SPANISH CHAIRMAN OF 

MEETING THANKED ALGERIAN REP AND ADIOURNED MEETING WITH 
NO DISCUSSION. ALGERIANS IMMEDIATELY DISTRIBUTED TEXT 
OF ORAL STATEMENT TO PRESS. FULL TEXTS OF BOTH ORAL 
STATEMENT AND WRITTEN CONTRIBUTION WILL BE POUCHED TO 
DEPT AND USINT ALGIERS. 

8. COMMENT: WHILE ALGERIAN ORAL STATEMENT RAISED 
MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM FROM TRADITIONAL ARAB VIEWPOINT, 

ITS TONE IN CONTEXT HERE WAS NOT EXTREME. AS RESULT 
OF INFORMAL CORRIDOR CONSULTATIONS BEFOREHAND ALL 
PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES WITH SPECIAL MID-EAST INTEREST 
HAD AGREED ON NEED TO AVOID DISCUSSION IN ORDER TO TRY 
TO KEEP MID-EAST PROBLEM OUT OF CSCE. WE WILL BE 
WORKING FOR SAME APPROACH PRIOR TO APPEARANCES BY 
OTHER NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES, 

SCHEDULED DURING COMING WEEKS (SEE REFTEL). END
